Some tae sine wo rfered tothe 4c 
th t the Territory the militia were 
oles with unwonted diligencé,-and 
seid that most warlike orders had been 
-received to place the inkabitaets of the Terri- 
tory on a war footing, Tt, went far as to 
aay that orders had been received from some- 
body, to bold the militia in readiness. to move 
ata moment’s warning with cooked rations- 
About the same time, too, the burthen of the 
Tabernacle sermons, and outside teachings, 
(by some of the Teaders) was, to“keep your 
powder dry.” We deemed it proper at that 
time to expose what was the evident intent of 
these quasi warlike proceedings; namely: to 
keep the people in an eternal stew, looking 
for and expecting some attack by somebody, 
exactly whom nobedy knew and robody 
could tell. We called on the Governor to 
know the meaning of ‘all this, and whether it 
was in pursuance of his ordera, as Commaader- 
in-Chief—tnt he seemed as much 4t a loss as 
anybody élee. A few days afterwards, there 
was published—as if in response to our quer- 
ies, asomawhat grandiloqnent “General order 
No. 1,” dated at Head-Quarters, Nauvoo Le- 
gion—and signed by Lt-fien. - Wells, calling 
en the militia to organize—and be prepared 
for hostilities, from ‘reckless savages, or other 
lawless foes,” or “any other man.” and desig- 
nating a scove or two of Adjutants General, 
Inspectors General, etc., etc., to superintend 
the putting of Utah on a war footing. Far be 
it from ‘us to seek to cast ridicule, or enter 
opposition to any proper spirit of militia 
organization. -Our Constitntieon declares that 
a well regulated militia is necedsary to the 
security of a free State, and the events of the 
past three years hare proven how necessary it 
is to the maintenanee of our Government and 
the preservation of the Union. But whea in 
time of profound peace as at present exisis in 
Utah. when’ everybody is engaged in thepeace- 
fr! pureuits of the farm house, the shop, or the 
mine, to be thus suddenly awakened to all the 
bustle of mimic war, would be ridiculous, 
were it not calculated té bé serious. 

Onr attention bas again been called to this 
subject by the receipt of a letter, which. if 
the statements be true, tends to throw some 
additional light on this subject.

State, nor Militia, Priests, Prophets, Generals 
or Captains, will be permitted to infringe one 
iota on the rights ef those who desire te de- 
velop the mines, whether they reside here or 
come hither to develop the public domain. 
Much doubting, therefore, the accuracy of 
our correspondent’s information, we warn 
militia Captains and tinselled Generalissimos 
not to trifle with so delicate a question, Men 
of less discretion than the Lieut.General, 
holding subordinate positions, may take these 
secret orders (if, indeed, they have been 
issued) in earnest, when ia reality they are 
mere *leatber and pruselia.” It is therefore 
very unwise and extremely injadicions to 
indulge in such facetia even for the purpose 
of famfarouade. They are likely to provoke 
difficalties, which all good wen would desire 
to avoid.

of the Territory has been complied with by 
the Lieut.Gen. and his subordinates. The 
act of Feb. 5th, 1852, Title 3rd, Sec. 58, (Re- 
vised Statutes 1855, page 218) provides that 
“all officers of Militia shall be confirmed by 
the Governor.” How many of these newly 
appointed Adjatants and Inspectors General 
have thus been commissioned by the Governor, 
it might not be impertinent to ask.

The people may rely upon it that whenever 
their rights are invaded, or there is the least 
danger from Indian or other hostilities, the

let them perfect their militia organization, if 
they po desire, to render aid to the United States 
should they be called en, but let them not 
be seduced into interfering with the public or 
private rights of others, miners or prospect- 
ors, who came hither to develop the arerey 
and enrich the people.
